• ALL  traditional  agricultural  users  are 
encouraged  to  register  their  highest 
sustained  use  of  water  during  the 
window  years  1996  -1998.  This 
registration  will  stay  with  the  land  and 
be  above  your  first  right  of  275,000 
gallons  which  is  attached  to  the 
residence. 

• Any  size  dugout  may  now  be  registered 
if  used  for  agricultural  purposes.

2000  Variety  Info  Available 

Just  a reminder  that  the  cereals  and  oilseeds  variety  publications 
are  now  available  at  your  district  agriculture  office  if  they  have  not 
been  received  yet  in  the  seed  guide  or  other  publications.  Crop 
selection  this  year  may  be  more  difficult  than  ever  with  the 
profusion  of  varieties  on  the  market,  and  low  commodity  prices. 
When  selecting  a variety,  try  keeping  seed  cost  and  suitability  to 
your  farm  in  mind  as  the  differences  between  some  of  the  varieties 
is  insignificant  and  will  not  translate  into  an  economic  benefit.  Some 
local  niche  opportunities  for  contract  production  and  specialty 
markets  may  also  exist  that  are  not  listed  in  the  seed  guide.  A 
number  of  changes  have  been  made  to  the  variety  selection  tables 
this  year  so  if  questions  should  arise  as  to  variety  adaptability  to 
our  region,  please  give  me  a call  at  the  Stony  Plain  Off  ice.
